At firſt I only propos'd to my

Pie Places) to Survey the Roads of the 
oft conſiderable Traffic iſſuing from Ip/+ 
rich, Bury St. Edmunds and other conſide- 
fable Towns in the County, and to inſert 
e Diſtances in my MAP; with an Ac- 
ount of the Civil Government of each 
own, the Fairs, Markets Sc. But in my 
ravels many venerable Pieces of Antiqui- 
y offering themſelves to View, I thought 
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it would not be unacceptable to give a ſnort 
Hiſtorical Account of the Monaſteries and 
Caſtles that have been in the County, whoſe 
Ruins ſtill beſpeak their former Grandeur. 
To all which I have added a ſhort Ac- 
count of your Seats, and from whom they 
deſcended to you, according to the beſt 
Accounts I could get. What Errors I may 
have committed in this or any other Mat- 
ters, (which at the firſt Eſſay were almoſt 2 
unayoidable) I ſhall be very ready to ac- 
knoweldge and correct in another Edition 
which I deſign to make in a little Time, 
upon better Information; and I ſhall ac- 
knowledge it as a great Favour, if any 
Gentleman will be pleaſed to give me Not} 
tice of ſuch Errors, and how they ſhould! 
be corrected, by Letters directed to me at 
Wictbam- Market. ;

IT is a very neat and well built Town, much larger 
than many Cities, and. well filled with Gentry and 
other Inhabitants Ir was formerly Famous for the Va- 
nufactures of Broad-Cloth, and the beſt Canvas for 
Sail Cloth, called Ipſwich Double; it has had ſeveral 
Companies of Traders incorporated by Charters, as 
Clorhiers, Merchant Tay lors, Merchant Adventurers, 
c. It bas a very Spacious Market Place, in the midft 
of which is a fair Croſs, in which is the Cora Market: 
228 to this is the Shambles or Butchery, which 
is ver mmodious, commouly ſuppoſed to have been 
built by Cardinal Wolſey; but this I find to be a Mi- 


take, for that it was built long fince, that is, towards 


the End of the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, for in her 
4oth Year, Nov. 16, there is an Order of Court for a 
Committee to build the Butchery, and to cur down and 
carry Timber for it from the yhold Eftate at Ul- 
verftone. Behind this is the Herb Market. There is 
alſo a large Market for Butter, Poultry, and other 
Country Proviſions. in a ſpacious Street a little diſtant 
from this; and another for Fiſh, with which the Town is 
ſerved in great Plenty. It has five Market Days Weekly, 
vix. Tueffays and Thurfdays for ſmall Meat, Wedneſ- 
days and Fridays for Fifh, and Saturday is the general 
Marker Day for all forts of Proviſions. It has five Fairs 
Yearly, one on St George's Day, April 23. one on St. 
3 Day, July 25. and one on Holy-Rood Day, 

ept. 14. which is a very conſiderable Fair for Butter 
and Cheeſe, whither the whole Country round come to 
furniſh themſelves with Winter Stores, and many alſo 
of the London Traders in thoſe Commodities, who are 
not ſuffered to buy till the firſt three Days are paſt, 
The other two Fairs are tor Cattle, the one on the 7th 
and 8th of May, the other on the 11th and 12th of 
Auguft. Theſe two Fairs were granted by the laſt 
Charter of King Charles II.

Ir drives a conſiderable Maritime Trade, but not fo 
reat as formerly, it having been reduced in its Shi 
ng by Shipwrecks and other Misfortunes, particularly 
C the loſs of the Cloth Trade, of which vaſt quanti- 
ties were ſhipped off here for Foreign Parts. There 
have been fix Yards conftantly in uſe, where were 
built near 20 Ships every Year, and there have been 
ſeen in the Winter near 200 Sail of Ships belonging 
to the Town, many of them of 300 Fons, and none 
under 80.

St Auſtin's Church ſtood near St. Auſtin's Green, on 

the other ſide of the River ; it 1s now a Barn or Stable, 

at the Corner of the Road leading from the Bridge, 


where it meets with that leading from the Dock, for- 


merly called Loſegate way, in the Way to Bourn-Bridge. 
This has been called Trinity Chapel ; but I cannot 
find the leaſt mention of ſuch a Chapel, or any 
marks of a Church elſewhere. 

St. George's is ſtill almoſt entire in St. George's-Lane 
in St. Matthew's Pariſh, to which it is now united, and 
was a Chapel in Uſe in Queen Mary's Time, mention- 
ed in Fox's Acts and Monuments, See his Account 
of Bilney 

St. Edmund-Pountney was lately almoſt entire, in a 
Yard in Brook-ftreet on the fide of Roſemary -lane, I 
find, in the 6th of Richard II, mention of a Tenement 
between Brook-ſtrsxt on one fide, and the Way under 
the Friers Preachers Wall leading to the Key [now 
called Foundatian ſtreet] on the other, abutting South 
on Robard's Tenemenc, and North on the Church. Y ard 
of St. Edmund-Pountney ; but I believe this was never 
a Pariſh Church, becaule I find, in the 26th of Edward I, 
mention of John de Bergham Parſon ofSt. Edmund'sCha- 

el in Ipſwich. I find likewiſe mention, in the 12th Year 
of Edward III, of All-Saints Church and Hoſpital, which 
Church, I ſuppoſe, is what in the 8th of Edward II is 
called All-Saints Chapel, and indeed is faid to be in St. 
Matthew's Pariſh. : 

Bu T there are now two others in the Liberties of the 
Corporation, Wefterfield and St. Thomas at Whitton, 
now called Whitton-Chapel, Befides theſe there were 
feveral other Chapels, which are entirely demoliſhed, 
as St. James's, ſome remains of which were lately to be 
teen near the lower End of St. Clement's · ſtreet, between 
the two Roads leading to the Heath; St. Mary --Cald- 
well, over-againft Caldwell-Hall, now Cold -Hall, Fa- 
mous for a Conſecrated Spring But the moſt celebrated 
of all was that of our Lady of Grace, where was a

grims from all Countries; ic is mentioned in one of 
the Homilics of our Church (againſt the Peril of Ido-

This ſtood at the Northweſt corner of Lady Lane, near 
St. Matthew's Gate, over agataſt the — Inn, There 
was alſo a miraculous Rood in Stoke Pariſh, near the 
Place now called Golden Rood Lane. Here were alſo 
many other Religious Houſes, filled with Monks, and 

Friers vix. 
I. Tx x Priory of theHoly Trinity replete with black 
Canons Auguſtins, founded by Norman Gaſtrode, the 
Son of Ednot, and John de Oxentord Biſhop of Nor- 
wich, in the Reign of Henry II. King John, ia the 
5th Year of his Lags, confirmed to them this Houſe, 
with the ſeveral Lands, Churches, and other Poſſeſſions 
3 them by many Benefactors, and granted them a 
air to laſt for three Days, beginning on Holy Rood 
Day, Sept. 14. But this Fair wis fince granted to the 
Town by the. farſt Charter of King Charles II, to be 
held in ſuch Place as they ſhall appoint. This Houſe 
was valued at its Diſſolution at 881. 6s. 9d. per Ann, 
in the Kings Books. Ir was fince granted to Edmund 
Withipol, Fig; by the Intereſt of Philip Barnard, Ely; 
of Rice Hall in Akenham, Eſcheater to the King, a 
Man of a vaſt Eſtate, ſaid to have been owner of moſt 
of the Lands berween Woodbridge and Stow-Marker, 
whoſe Daughter Mr. Withipol married, and built a 
handſome Seat here, called Chriſt · Church. It con» 
tiuned in the Family of the Withipols till the laſt of 
them, v hote Daughter was married to Leiceſter Lord Viſ- 
count Hereford, who left his Honour and Eſtate to two 
Sons by a ſecond Wife, Leiceſter and Ed ward, ſucceſſire- 
4 After them his ** who married a private 
entleman, enjoy d the Eſtate, This delightful Seat 
has been lately purchaſed by CLAUDE Fonnzekrgav, Eft; 
II. Tun Priory of St. Peter and St. Paul, a 
Priory likewiſe of Black Canons, near St. Peter's 
Church. This Houſe was — to Cardinal Wolſey; 
and here he butis and p entifully cndowed 2 Col 
lege, as a Nurſery ro his College at Oxford, then

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the King it was called, as it is now, Chriſt-Church 
College. The Gateway leading into this College ar 
Ipſwich, is now ſtanding entire with the King's Arms 
over it in the ſame Manner as over White: Hall-Gate, 
which was likewiſe built by him. This is now a Gate- 
way to a private Houſe built where the College ſtood. 

II. Tm x White Friers Carmelites, founded by Lord 
Bardeſly, Jeoffery Hadleigh, and Robert Norton Knt. 
This ſtood where the County Goal lately was and the 
Seſſions Houſe, which was a part of the old Building; 
but that, and almoſt all the reſt, is now pulled down. 

IV. Tus Grey Friers Minors, or Franciſcans, 
founded by Lord Tiptoth. This was in the Pariſh of 
St. Nicholas, near the Church by the fide of the Freſh 
River. Conſiderable remains of it are yet to be ſeen 

V. THz Black Friers Preachers, founded by Henry 
de Manesby, Henry Redred, and Henry de Londham, 
was at its ſuppreſſion granted to Mr. — Southwell, 
the King's Chirurgeon, of whom the Town purchaſed 
the greateſt Part, where now Chriſt's Hoſpiial, the Free- 
School and Library are; and the Executors of Mr. 
Henry Tooly purchaſed the reft, where now his Founda- 
tion for the Poor is, of which anon. 

THERE is alſo mention in the 19th Year of Edward 
III of the Friers of St. James and St. Mary Magda- 
lene, and of an Eftate that belonged to them. 

TIR E was beſides theſe the Houſe of St. John Bap- 
riſt, where now the Croſs-Keys Inn is. Likewiſe the 
Hoſpital of St. Mary Magdalene over againſt St. He- 
len's Church, frequently mentioned in the Records of 
the Town with that of St. James's. And in the firſt 
Year of King John St. James's Fair was granted to the 
fick Houſe of St. Mary Magdalene 

THERE are remains of many other antient Buildings 
to be ſcen, but what they were is unknown. There is 
alſo frequent mention of St. Leonard's Hoſpital, parti 
cularly in the 25th Year of Queen Elizabeth; and in her 
41ſt Year Mr. William Smart by his Will left a Bene. 
taction to the Sick and Lazar Houſes of St. Leonard 
in Ipſwich and St. Thomas Apountney. I find alſo a

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mention of the Church of St. Petronilla, on the Heath 
towards Bixley, | 
Among the Perſons of Note born, or inhabiting in this 
Town, Cardinal Wolſey muſt have the firſt Place; 
who was (according to common Tradition) a Butcher's 
Son of this Town. His moſt truſty Servant, who al- 
ways attented him, even to the Hour of his Death, who 
wrote his Life, and muſt be ſuppoſed to have had as 
exact a knowledge of him as any Body, ſays, * Truth ir 
© is, Cardinal Wolſey was an honeſt poor Man's Son of 
$ Ipſwich in the County of Suffolk.“ He role to the high- 
eſt Pitch of Honour and Grandeur, that it was poſſible 
for a Subject to attain to, and was ſuddenly ſtripped of 
all, being arreſted for High Treaſon at his Archiepiſ- 
copal Palace at Cawood in Yorkſhire, (he being Arch- 
biſhop of that Province) and as he was carrying to 
London, he died at Leiceſter Abby, and was buried 
in St. Mary's Chapel belonging to the ſame : Thus fell 
the greateſt Clergyman that ever England bred, 
CHARLES BRAnDoN, Duke of Suffolk, who mar- 
ried the Queen Dowager of France, Siſter to King 
Henry VIII, had a Manſion Houſe here, now the 
Coach-Houſe in Brooks. ſtreet. The Manſion-Houſe of 
Sir Humphry Wingfield, Knight of the Garter, is in 
Tankard ſtreet There is ftill a beautiful Room, with 
a very fine Chimny-Piece, and a Ceiling wrought 
1omething after the manner of that in King Hear 
VII Chappel at Weſtminſter, finely painted and gild- 
ed, and adorned with a great Number of Coats of 
Arms. This was a Popiſh Chapel, in King James 
IId's Time, when Sir Chriſtopher Milton, one of the 
udges, lived here; it has been for ſome Years a 
ancing-School. The Manſion ſometime of Lord 
Curſon, and after him of divers Knights of that 
Name, now commonly known by the Name of the 
King's Hoſpital, becauſe in the Time of the Holland 
Wars, it was an Hofpital for ſick and wounded Sea- 
men, fince known by the Name of the Elephant-and- 
Caſtle, is remarkable for its ſtately Porch. It now 
belongs to the Biſhop of Norwich, and is Lett upon 
Leaſe. The Archdeacon of Suffolk has alſo a very 
good Houſe in Brook-ſtreet near St. Margaret's Gate,

built by Wm. Pekenham, Archdeacon, in the Time of 
Henry VII. It is now Lett upon Leaſe for three Lives, 
Biſhop Wren had alſo a Manſion Houſe here, over- 
againſt the Sea-Horſe in St, Peter's ſtreet. There are 
many other good Houſes in this Town, of which the 
moſt conſiderable are Chriſt-Church abovementioned, 
Fhere is another good old Houſe belonging to Sir 
John Barker, Bart. with others of private Gentle- 
men and Tradeſmen. Here is a fair Town-Hall, with 
a ſpacious Council-Chamber, and large Kooms under 
them, with Chimnies, Dreſſers &c. fit for Cookery, 
P:ftry &c.' on any publick Occafion. A Shire-Hall! 
where the County Seſſions are held for the Diviſion 
of Ipſwich. A large — Library, where is a 
good Collection of the Fathers, Schoolmen, Commen- 
tators &c. This is adjoyning to a noble Hoſpital 
founded by the Town, and confirmed by a particu- 
lar Charter of Queen Elizabeth, by the Name of 
Chriſt's Hoſpital ; the Governors of which are enabled 
to hold any Lands and Tenements that ſhall be given 
them by any Benefactor to the Value of 200 l. per 
Annum, any thing in the Statute of Mortmain to the 
contrary notwithitanding. This is for the Mainte- 
tance of poor Children, old Perſons, thoſe that are 
diſtrafted ; alſo Rogues, Vagabonds, and ſturdy Beg- 
gars, are to be kept to hard Labour here, Adjoyning 
to this 1s alſo the Free School, confirmed alſo by 
another particular Charter of Queen Elizabeth, with 
a Sallary for the Maſter and Uſher, paid out of the 
Fee-Farm Rents belonging to the Crown. Likewiſe 
the noble Foundation of Mr. Henry Tooly, for poor 
old Men and Women, confirmed alſo by another par. 
ticular Charter of * Mary, Anno Dom. 1556. 

Ipswich was a Borough by Preſcription before 


the Norman Conqueſt. In the time of Edward the E 
Confeſſor, it had 860 Burgeſſes that paid Cuſtom, 7 
King William the Conqueror, to whom they = 
a Fee-Farm Rent of 35 l. per Annum, granted them 
Free Markets upon their own Demeſhs, Cart Wm. f. 
c. 61. In the Lime of Hevry I it vas ſo much decay d, 
that in the Doomſday Book in the Exchequer, it is 
jclated that there were but 110 Burgeſſes, * *

Scot and Lot, beſides 100 of the poorer Sort, that 
were not able to give more than 1 d. to the King; 
and yet the Farm to the King was raiſed again to 361, 
per Annum. This King granted to Allain of Britan- 
by the Bailiffs of Ipſwich, which ſhews that the Town 
was Governed by Bailiffs at that Time. In the Time 
of Henry II, there was no Market between this Town 
and Orford ; but the Prior and Canons of Woodbridge 
moving for a Market, a Suit was commenced before 
the King, and on the gth of October 1161 in the 
Sth Year of his Reign, it was Decreed that the Bur- 
geſſes of Ipſwich ſhould have one Moiety of the ſaid

Many other Privileges 
were granted the Town in this Reign, which I muſt 
paſs over. In ſhort, their Power extends to all ſuch 
Cauſes, and Pleas within themſelves, as any Court in 
Hundred or County could take any Cognizance of. Ri- 
chard I confirmed the Liberties of this Town, but 
it coſt them 6 Marks, beſides 100 s. increaſe in the 
Fee Farm Rents; towards the Jatter end of his Reign,he 
gave the Hamlet of Wicks to John Biſhop of Nor- 
wich, he paying to the Town 10 l. fo that ſtill it 
remained Part of the Fee Farm. 

THis Town was new modelled by a Charter of 
King John, with larger Privileges, in the firſt Year 
of his Reign , and it has had from ſeveral other Princes 
17 Charters ſince that; one from Henry III, one from 
Edward I, one from Edward II, one from Edward III, 
two from Richard II, one from Henry IV, one from Ed. 
ward IV, one from Henry VII, two from Henry VIII, 
one from Edward VI, one from Queen Elizabeth, * 
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from James I, one from Charles I, reciting at large and 
confirming all the former, and two from Charles II. 
Ir is yow a Town Corporate, governed by two Bai». 
Iiffs, a Recorder, 12 Portmen, whereof 4, beſides the 
Bailiffs, are Juſtices of the Peace, two Coroners, 24 
Common Council Men, who are alſo High-Conſtables, ' 
and 12 of them Headboroughs ; and 15 Petty Conſta · 
bles, one for cach Pariſh, and the other 3 for the 
Hamlets of Brooks, Wicks Ufford, and Wicks-Biſhop, 
Trx1s Town has many peculiar Cuſtoms and Pri- 
vileges; I ſhall mention a few of each. 


1. Art Tenements in the Town are by a Gavelkind 
equally partable berween the Heirs Male and Female, 
if nor forecloſed by the Gift of their Anceſtors, 

2. Tux firſt Wife of any Peer or Commoner ſhall 
at her Husband Death have his chief Meſſuage in the 
ſaid Town, to hold the ſame in Frank Bank, while 
the remains a Widow, withour Waſte or Alienation, 
in diſheritance of her Husband's Heir; and beſides 
ſhall be endowed with half the remainder. If her 
Husband had but one Meſſuage, ſhe ſhall have that; 
—_— Husband's Children muſt in that caſe be lodged 
with her. | 

.Suc nu Women 2s are not entituled to this Free 
Bank, ſhall remain in the chief Meſſuage 4o Days 
after the Death of their Husbands, in which Time 
their reaſonable Dower ſhall be aſſigned them by 
their Husband's Heir, viz the half of all the Tenc« 
ments and Rents in the Town. 

4. TAE Widow of any Freeman ſhall be Free 
after her Husband's Death. 

5. ANY Minor, Male or Female, that can reckon 
an Accompt, (which is commonly done by meaſuring 
ſome Yards of Cloth, or telling 20 8s.) may paſs away 
an tftate at the Age of 14 Years. And they have 
many other peculiar Cuſtoms. 


As to their Privileges: 4 ſend 2 Members to 
Parliament. The Bailitts pats Fines and Recoveries, 


hear and determine Criminal Cauſes and Cauſes of 


Pebt &c, ariſing in the Town, preferably to any 11 


. 
his Majeſty's Courts at Weſtminſter, and to all other 
Courts whatſoever, though they be Cauſes that may 
concern the Crown ; and they ſhall be allowed, ſhew- 
ing their Charter. They appoint the Aſſize of Bread, 

ine, Beer and other Proviſions, by Weight and Mea. 
ſure. No Freeman can be obliged to ſerꝰe on 2 
out of the Town, nor to bear any Offices for the King, 
without his Conſent ; yet many of them have been 
made Sheriffs for the County. Nor are they obliged 
to pay any Tolls or Duties in any other Parts of 
the Kingliom. They have Caſt the City of London 
in a Tryal at Law, for Duties demanded by the 
City of Freemen's Ships in the River Thames. They 
are entituled to all Waifs and Strays, Goods of Felons, 
Outlaws and Fugitives, and other Deodands, within 
their Liberties ; to all Flotſons and Jetſons, or Goods 
loſt at Sea and ſwimming or caſt on Shore within their 
Admiralty Juriſdiction, which reaches toallPlaces where 
the Sea flows, or in time to come ſhall flow, from the 
Town to the fartheſt Point of Langarthſton, at a Place 
called Lepolles, Polleſnened, or Polliſhed in Alto Mari, 
and to allPlaces within that, on the Coaſt of Eſſex beyond 
Harwich, and on the Suffolk Coaſt on either fide; and 
the Bailiffs hold their Admiralty Court on the ſaid 
Point of Langarthſton, beyond 1 Fort, ſum- 
moning a jury or Inqueſt of the Inhabitants on both ſi des. 
And their Water Bailiff receives Money of all Ships for 
Anchorage or taking up Ballaſt within thete Limits. 
This Town is honoured in giving the Title of a 
Viſcount, to his Grace ChARLES Duke of GRATTON.

WOODBRIDGE, a conſiderable large Marker 
Town, extending itſelf on the Road from North to South 
Ro above half a Mile, and near as much from 
Eaſt to Weſt, It is ſituate near 11 m. from the Sea on 
the Weſt fide of the River Deben, which is Navigable 
to the Town, where Ships of conſiderable burthen 
come up to the Key to lade and unlade their 
Goods. Ir drives a conſiderable Maritime Trade, hav- 
ing ſeveral Veſſels imploy'd in the Newcaſtle, Holland 
and London Trades; there are one, or more Paſſage- 
Hoys that Weekly fer out for London on Thurf- 
days; and others return from thence Weekly. The 
Church and Steeple are noble Buildings, founded by 
John Lord Segrave, dedicated to the Bleſſed Virgin 
Mary. On the South fide of the Church ſtood the 
* founded by Sir Hugh Rouſe or Rufus, to which 
one Hanſard was a conſiderable Benefactor, but of what 
Order I am not informed. Ir was valued at its Diſſolution 
5o1.3s. 5d +. per Ann, It is a good old Seat, now 
rhe Eſtate of Thomas Carthew of Benacre in this County, 
Eiq; This Town has formerly traded conſiderably in 
Sackcloth; and now is imploy'd in refining Salt. It has 
a tolerable Market weekly on Wedneſdays, whither the 
Farmers in the Neighbourhood retort: to ſell their Corn, 
Cheeſe, Butter &c. It has two Fairs ycarly, the one 
on the 25th day of March, very conſiderable for young 
Cattle, the other on the 2 iſt day of September. In 
the midſt of the Market Place is a Handſome Pile of 
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Building ſerving for a Shire-Hall, where the Quarter Sef- 
ſions are held for that Part of the County, under which 
is the Corn-Croſs. The Street called the Stone-ſtreet is 
well builtand paved; the Thoroughfare is tolerably well 
built, but the Streets are dirty. The Market Place is well 
built and indifferently clean; the other Parts of the Town 
are meanly built The Keys and Warehouſes are ver 
commodious. Here is a Grammar-School, an Alms Houſe 
well endowcd, and divers reputable Inns of good Enter - 


tainment.

pf -Beccles Beſides it is Memorable fbr being the 
Burying Place of Anna King of the Eaſt Angles, and 
Firminus his eldeſt Son, lain in a pitched Battle near 
this Place, by Penda King of Mercia. It was alſo 
Memorable 2 a College of Black Canons, called Pre. 
monſtratenſes, founded by King Henry I, which that 
Prince granted as a Cell to the Canons of St. Oſyth 
in Eſſex. Richard Beauvais, Biſhop of London, and 
after him King Richard I, were great Benefactors to 
this College, It was valued at its Diſſolution at 48 1. 
8s 10d. per Annum ; conſiderable remains of this 
College now appear a little North-Eaſt of the Church. 
Blithburgh Church is juſtly eſteemed a noble old Build - 
ing, and conſidering its Bulk, the number of its Glaſs 
Windows, and the ſmall number of the Inhabitants, ir 
is very commendable that it is in ſo good Repair. 

 BLr1iTHBURGH has been an ancient Market 
Toun ; for we find that John de Clavering in the 17th 
Year of King John's Reign, obtained that King's Char · 
ter, for a Market Weck on Mondays, to be held at 


this Toun (being then his Manour) and two FairsYearly, 


the one on the Annunciation of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, 
March 25, and the other on the Eve and Day ef her 
Nativity, Sept. 8. How long this Market and laſt Fair 
have been diſuſed it not known; the former only is now 
held in this Town. It is now a mean Village; yet the

The Streets are generally well paved, and 
kept very clean, The Church, and the Stecple which 
ſtands at ſome diftance from the South-eaſt corner of 
the Chancel, are noble Buildings, and are great Or- 
naments to the Town. The Ruins ot Ingate Church 
appear on the South-Eaſt Parts of the Town, and was 
formerly Parochial to the greateſt Part of the Town, 
but is now in a manner (if not altogether) ſwallow- 
ed up in the Name of Beccles. | 

I x this Town is a large Common upwards of 1090 
Acres incorporated, for the uſe and benefit of the In- 
habitants, governed by a Portreeve, Twelve and 
T'wenty-tour, who are his Aſſiſtants, The Portreeve 
1s yearly choſen out of the Twelve, 

T has a plentiful Market weekly on Saturdays, and 
three Fairs yearly, the firſt on Aſcenſion Day, the ſe- 
cond on the 29th Day of June, and the third on the 


21ſt Day of September.

YARMOU-TH, is 2 Town in Norfolk, built upon 
® little Tongue or flip of Land between the River 
and the Sea. The River Yare waſhes the Weſt - ſide 
thereof, making the beſt Key in England, It is a very 
neat well built Town, and well filled with Gentry and 
other Inhabitants. It drives a conſiderable Maritime 
Trade to divers Parts. It is uſual to ſee in the Win- 
ter Seaſon 200 Sail of Ships unrigged and laid up in 
the River, the chief Part of which belong to- the 
Town. There is in this Town but one Pariſh Church, 
but that a noble Structure, and is a good Ornament to 
the Town. It was built by Herbert Biſhop of Nor- 
wich. But here is a Chapel of Eaſe to the Pariſh 
Church, a curious Piece of Architecture, lately built. 
This Town drives alſo a conſiderable Trade in export- 
ing. Hertings, Malt &c. It is a 'Town Corporate; g- 
verned by a Mayor, Recorder, and Steward. 


Mayor 
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Mayor is yearly elected our of 18 Aldermen, on the 
the 29th of Auguſt, by an Inqueſt of 12 Perſons, who 
are choſen out of 36 Common- Council-Men, they are ſhut 
up cloſe in a Room without either Meat, Drink, Fire or 
Candle, till there be a Majority. It enjoys divers Privi. 
leges, fends two Members to Parliament; and was Ho- 
noured in giving the Title of an Ear! to the Right 
Honourable WILLIAM PasTon Earl of Yarmouth, 
now Extinct. It has a conſiderable Market weekly 
on Saturdays, well ſerved with all manner of Pro- 
viſions ; here is but one Fair in the Year, and that 
is held on the Friday after Good-Friday.

Its chiefeſt Trade, is Fiſhing for 
Mackerel, and Herrings in their Seaſons. It has a 
conſiderable Market weekly on Wedneſdays; and two 
Fairs yearly, the one on the firſt Day of May, and 
the otticr on the 29th Day of September .

SOUTHWOULD, a Town pleaſantly fituate on 
a Hill, being almoft ſurrounded with the Sea and 
the River Blyth, over which it hath a Bridge for en- 
trance into the Town, The Bay, called corruptly 
Sowl-Bay, is a commodious Place for Anchorage, and 
makes the Fown much reſorted to by Mariners, 
which adds exceedingly to its Trade and Commerce, 
It is alſo Famous for the Rendezvous of the Royal 
Navy, and near it the Engliſh and Dutch have diſ- 

ured the Dominion of the Ocean with Powder and 
Ball, eſpecially in that memorable Sea-Fight, Anno 
Dom. 1672. in which the Engliſh remained Conque- 
r9rs. | . a 

Ir is a Town Corporate, governed by two Bailiffs 
and other Sub Officers, but fends no Members to Par- 
liament. It has a tolerable Market weekly on Thurſ- 
days, indifferently wel ferv'd with Proviſions; and 
ro Fairs yearly, the one on the Monday after Tri- 
nity Sunday, and the other on the Feaſt of St. Bar- 
tholomew. It drives a confiderable Trade in Sali and 
old Beer, having excellent Springs of good Water, 
which may be the greateſt Reafon their Beer is io much 
eſteemed.

DUNWICH, is a very ancient Town, and Ro- 
man Coins are often found here, from whence it may 
realonably be inferred that it was formerly a Ro. 
man Station. In the Reign of William the Conques 
ror, we are told in Doomſday Book, what a conſi- 
derable Place it was, viz That in it were 130 Bur- 
geſſes, and 100Poor ; and that it was valued to that King 
at 50 l. and 60000 Herrings. In King Henry IId 
Time we are told it was a famous Village well ſtor 
ed with Riches of all Sorts. It was then fortified with 
a Ramport, on purpoſe to awe that Arch-Rebel, Ro- 
bert Earl of Leiceſter, who inſulted and over run 
all theſe Parts; ſome remains of which now appear. 

I T was made a Biſhop's See, in the Reign of Kin 
Sigibert, Anno Dom. 630. Felix, being conſtirute 
the firſt Biſhop; who governed this See 17 Years. 
After him ſucceeded Thomas his Deacon, who govern - 
ed here 5 Years. The next was Bergilſus who ga- 
yerned 17 Years ;- and after him ſucceeded Biſus, who 
being Old and Inkrm, divided the Biſhoprick into

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twoffParts, of which one he appointed for the Jurriſdi- 
ction of a Biſhop, that ſhould have his See ar Elm- 
ham; in the other he continued himſelf. There were 
10 Biſhops of Elmham, and 11 (after Biſus) at Dun- 
wich. But by reaſon of great Troubles in thote Times, 
theſe Sees ſtood void almoſt 109 Years, In the Year 
955, in the Time of Edwy King of the Eaſt Angles, 
one Athulfus was ordained Biſhop at Canterbury, and 
had his Palace at Elmham ; and after him x1 others 
had alſo their Reſidence at the fame Place, till the 
Time of William the Conqueror, who ſubſtituting his 
Chaplain Arfaſtus in the Place of the laſt of theſe, 
by his Advice tranſlated the See from Elmham to 
Thetford. William Herbert ſucceeded him in Thet- 
ford, having purchaſcd ir of William Rufus for 1900 l. 
To ſatisfy for which Simony, Pope Paſchal enjoy ned 
him by way of Penance to build certain Churches and 
Monaſteries at his own Charge, which he did, and a- 
mongſt them the Cathedral Church at Norwich, lay- 
ing the firſt Stone of the Foundation with his own 
Hands, with this Inſcription, Hu Nc pRImNm HV jus 
TEMPLI LAPIDEM, Dominus HEREBERTVUS POSUIT 
IN NOMINE PATRIS ET FIIII ET SPIRI TVS SANCTI, 
AurN. He dedicated this Church to the Blefled 
Trinity. And tranſlated the Epilcopal See from Thei- 
tord thither, "ID. | 

THERE were ſeveral Religious Houſes in Dunwich 
iſt, The Friers Minors, who had a very fan Church, 
and their Houſe, which was encompaſled round with 
a Wall, was a good Building, as was alſo, 2d. That 
of the Dominicans or Black Friers. The former was 
founded by Richard Fitz- John, the latter by Sir Ro- 
per Holiſhe. 3d. St. James's Hoſpital, which had a. 
arge Church, and divers Tenements, Houſes and 
Lands belonging to it, which were appropriated to 
the Uſe and Suſtenance of Sick, Poor, and impotent 
Perſons, 

Maiſon Dieu, another Hoſpital dedicated to the 
Holy Trinity, now wholly in Ruws. The Temple 
of our Lady, was a very old Church, or Religious 
Houſe : It was a Place of great Note for Pardons and 
Indulgences, and had divers Tenements, — and 
| i ands 
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Lands not only in Dunwich, but alſo in Dingle, Weft- 
leton, &c. and there was a Court commonly kept in 
it, called Dunwich Temple Court, on November 2. 

'W x have a certain account of 6 Pariſh Churches 
and three Chapels in this Town, befides the Reli- 
gious Houſes before mentioned; St. John's, St. Leo-« 
nard's, St. Martin's, and St. Nicholas's, theſe four 
Churches, and St. Anthony's, St. Francis's and St. 
Catharine's Chapels have been long devoured by the 
mercileſs Ocean. There were two Pariſh Churches 
ſanding in this Age; but one of them alſo is now 
ſwallowed up by the Ocean, there being now only 
one Chureh ſtanding. | 

AND now this once beautiful and flouriſhing City 
is reduced to a ſmall Village, made up of mean Cot- 
tages; yet it retains its Privileges of a Corporation, 
being governed by two Bailifts and other Sub-Officers ; 
and ſends two Members to Parliament. It has a very 
mean Market weekly on Saturdays, if yet it be worthy 
the Name of a Market, and a Fair yearly on July 
the 25th. | |

THr1s Priory being much decay'd, was repaired, 
and almoſt new built, by Robert de Ufford Earl of 
Suffolk in the Year 1363, and was = him dedicated 

to the Bleſſed Virgin Mary the Mother of — 
ere 
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There are conſiderable remains of it now ftanding ; 
it was valued at its Diſſolution at 181 l. 17s. 14d, 
per Ann. and is now in the Hands of two Perſons: 
That now called the Abby, and the Manour of this 
Town, is now the Eſtate of the Lady Anne Harvey. 
The other Part called Lady's old Abby, was the Eſtate 
of Edward Spencer, Eſq; and now remains to his Fa- 
mily. There remain the Ruins of a Chapel on the 
South of Miſmer-Haven, which doubtleſs was part 
of this Priory. | | |

SNAP E, was formerly of remark for a Monaſtery 
of Black Monks unde in the Year 1099 by Wil- 
| liam Martell and Albreda his Wife, and Jeffrey Mar- 
tell their Son and Heir, and by them dedicated to 
the Bleſſed Virgin Mary. The Original Deed of the 
Foundation of this Monaſtery (faith my Author) is 
in the Tally-Court of the Exchequer. It is ſaid, all 
Wreck -of the Sea, from Thorp (or near that Place) 
to Orford-Neſs, belonged to this Monaſtery. And 
doubtleſs the Manours of Aldeburgh, Snape, Haſle- 
wood, and Beding belonged alſo to the Monks of this 
Houſe, Anno 1155 this was granted as a Cell to the 
Abby at Colcheſter, but was no further in yy een 
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thereto, than the Payment of half a Mark as a Pen- 
fion of Acknowledgement; and that the Abbot of 
Colchefter might Vifit them twice a Year, and abide 
there with 22 Horſes four Days. It was valucd at 
its Diſſolution at 99 J. 1s. 11 4 d. per Ann. It if 
now the Eſtate of the Right Hon. the Earl of Straf- 
ford; very little now remains of this Monaſtery. In 
this Pariſh is a very conſiderable Fair yearly for 
Horſes, now called Dunnifer-Fair, beginning the 11th 
of Auguſt, and laſting 4 Days ; to which the London 
Jockeys reſort. 

Tnvs much for Snape Monaſtery &c. Paſſing 
from the Crown Inn aforeſaid over Snape-Bridge, leav- 
ing the Abby a little on the right, avoid the firſt left 
hand Way leading to Orford, raking the right hand 
Road.

BAUDSEY, Written in ancient Records Baw- 
DRESEY, was anciently a Marker Town (but is not 
at preſent ſo) for we find that Robert de Utford, 
after he had been twice Juſtice of Ireland, obtained 
a Licence of King Edward I, in the 11th Year of his 
Reign, to hold a Market weekly on Fridays, and a 
Fair yearly upon the Eye Day and Morrow of the 
Nativity of our Bleſſed Virgin, September 8, at his 
Manour of Bawdreſcy. How long this Market and 
Fair has been diſuſed we know not.

The Revenues and Poſſeſſions of 
this Priory were very large, for befides the Endow-

rent to the Right Hon. the Lord Viſcount Hereford, 
Other Towns on this Coaſt complain of the Incurſions 


of the Sca upon them; but this Town has more rea- 


fon to complain of the Seas unkindneſs, which with 
drawing it ſelf ſeems to envy it the advantage of an 
Harbour. At preſent it is but a mean Town, yet it 
is a Town Corporate, governed by a Mayor, 8 Port- 
men, and 12 Chief Burgeſſes, and ſends two Mem- 
bers to Parliament, It has a mean Market on Mon- 
days, and a Fair yearly on Midſummer-Day. 

HERE appears in this Town, towards the Key, 
the Ruins of a Benedictine Nunnery founded by Ralph 
de Albineio ; but the Time of its Foundation, or its 
Revenues doe not appear. There are conſiderable 
remains now ſtanding of the Caſtle and Nunnery.

LETHERINGHAM, is of remark for a little 
Priory there founded by Sir John Boynet, tut of what 
Order the Monks of it were, and to whem it was de- 
dicared does not appear. Mr. Willis calls this Priory 
LEFRINGHAM. and ſays that William Clopton was 
Prior Anno 1519. Sir Anthony Wingfield obtained this 
Priory at the Diſſolution of ir, and Sir Henry Spelman 
tells us, that he left no Ifſue Male, which he accounts a 
Judgment upon him, for poſſeſſing himſelf of Lands 
dedicated to God's Service. This Priory was convert- 
ed into a good Manſion, having been for ſcme Ages, 
and now 1s, the Seat of the antient Family of the 


Nauntons, a Family as ancient as the Conqueſt, who 


formerly had their Seat at Alderton, in the Hundred 
of Wilford in this County. They have been Gentle 
men greatly eſteemed formerly, Sir Robert Naunton 
was in the Keign of King James the Iſt Secretary of 
State, one of x Privy Council, and Maſter of the 
Court of Wards and Liveries. He died Anno 1630.

For 
my. Author ſays, that Felix having governed in rhe 
See of Dunwich 17 Years, died Anno 647, and was 
bury'd in his Church there. His Body was afterward 
removed to Soham, where he had his Seat ſometime, 
and was bury'd in the Monaſtery there, which was 
not long after demoliſhed by the Danes. Capgrave 
tells us, That ſome Ages after, Abbot Ethelſtan hay- 
ing with great Pains and Charge found out his Bones, 
removed them to his Abby of Ramſey in the Rei 
of King Canute. From all wbieh tis probable *"twas this 
Soham, or the other adjoyning called Monks Soham, 


it could not be the Soham near Ely; that being in 
” - Cambridgeſhire, and therefore not in the Dioceſs of 


Dunwich. The Lodge at Soham is a good old Build- 
ing, but whether it was raited out of the Ruins of that 
Monaſtery is uncertain, however the Lord Viſcounts 
Hereford had their Seat there before they removed to 
Chriſt Church in Ipſwich, and it now remains to that 
Family.

It ſend two Members to Parliament. 'The Town is 
meanly built, and the *Streets dirty, Here is a mean 
Market weekly on Saturdays, and one Fair yearly on 
Whitfon-Mondggy. | 

As to the Antiquities of this Town ; we find that 
Robert Mallet, a Norman Baron (whoſe Father came 
in with the Conqueror) _—_ ſignallized himſelf in keep- 
ing King William on the Throne, has his Father had 
in ſettling him on it, obtained at that King the Lord · 
ſhip of Eye, with all the Appendages of it, being 221 
Manours, or the greateſt Part of them. He being thus 
poſſeſſed of this Lordſhip, built the Caſtle here, upon 
Hill near the Weſt end of the Church; ſome of the 
ruinous Walls are ſtill to be ſeen. This Robert was 
diſherited of this Lordſhip of Eye by King Henry I, 
and it was by bim given to Stephen Earl of Bologne 
who afierwards became King of England. He lefr 
if to his Natural Son William, who ſtiled himſelf 
Earl of Bologne &c. but he dying . without Hers, 
Anno 1160, it reverted to the Com. Afterwards 
Richard I. gave it ro Henry V. Earl of Brabant and 
Loraine. ow long it was in that Family we find 
not, but it appears that it was in the Kings Hands 
gth of Edward II, and ſo continued, till Edward III. 
Reg. 4. granted it to John of Eltham Earl of o_ 

wall; 
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wall ; but he alſo dying without Iſſue, the ſame King 
granted this Town, Caſtle and Manour of Eye to Ro- 
bert de Ufford whom he had lately made Earl of Sut- 
folk. He left it to his Son William, but he dying 
without Iſſue it returned again to the Crown, and was 
given to the De la Pools Earls of Suffolk. It now re 
mains (tho' got in the vaſt extent it was in Mallets 
Time) to the Lord Cornwallis, who is ftilled Baron 
of Eye. This Town was a Borough before the Reign 
of King John, and is called in Writing the Town 
and Borough of Aye. 

HERR appears on the Eaſt Side of the Town, the 
Ruins of a Monaſtery of Benedictine, or Black Monks, 
founded by the aforeſaid Robert Mallet, who gave to 
it the Church of St. Peter in Eye, with divers o- 
ther Churches, Lands &c. The Foundation of this 
Houſe was no. tooner laid, than it found conſiderable 
Benefactors; for Ranulph de Glanvil one of tke Barons 
(fo Lords of Manours or Gentlemen of Eſtates were 
then called) of Robert Mallet the chief Lord of the 
Honour of Eye, gave theſe a Houſe in Jakeſly. Hu- 
bert de Monchenfy gave them alſo about the ſame 
time his own Houſe in the ſame Place; William Earl 
of Bolein confirmed to theſe Monks the Lordſhip of. 
Acol (I ſuppoſe Occold) and Stoke. In the Reign of 
King Stephen all rhefe Benefactions were confirmed 
to this Houſe, with a grievous Curie to the Violaters 
of them. This Monaſtery was a Cell to the Abby 
of Bernay in Normandy, whole Abbots were the Pa- 
trons of this at Eye, and in Token of their Domi.“ 
nion, during the Vacancy of a Prior, uſed to Place a 
Porter at the Gate, to be maintained out of the Houſe, 
who at the Inſtallment of the next Priot, was to re- 
ceive 5s to buy him an Ox.

FRAMLINGHAM, is a Town of a large ex- 
tent, and in the midſt of it is the Borough; it ĩs plea. 
ſantly ſeated, and well built, upon a Clay Hill near 
the Head of the River Ore, which riſing in the Hills 
on the North of the Borough, paſſeth through the 
Town, and falleth into the Sea at Holleſſey beyond 
Orford. The Market is weekly on Saturdays, and a 
Fair on Monday and Tueſday in Whitſon-Week (pro- 
cured by Thomas de Brotherton, Earl of Norfolk) and 
another on the Feaſt of St. Michael, Sept. 29. The 
Market Place is a very ſpacious, being almoſt an equi- 
lateral Triangle. Between the Market Place and 
the Church, ſtood the Hall of the Guild, or Faterni- 
ty called the Guild of the Bleſſed Virgin in Fram- 
ling ham. 

uE Church and Caſtle are great Ornaments of 
this Town. The Church is indeed a ſtately Building, 
built (as is ſuppoſed) yr of the Mowbreys, Earls 
of Norfolk, as appears by their Arms at the bottom, 
and on the middle of the Steeple, but being not com- 
1 was finiſhed by King Edward VI. In the 
fles lies bury'd ſeveral of the Earls and Dukes of 


Norfolk. 


TERRE are two Alms-Houſes, worth our remark 
in this Tow; the one erected by the Will, and at 
the Charge of Sir Robert Hitcham, for 12 of the 
pooreſt and moſt decrepit Perſons in Framlingham, 
and for their Maintenance they are allowed 2 4 per 
Week each, and 308. a Year for their Gown and Firing ; 
they are obliged to attend the Prayers of the Church 
daily, at Eight of the Clock in the Morning, and Four 
in the Afternoon; which if they neglect to do, their 
weekly Allowance ſhall be abated, except they can 
plead fach Excuſe as ä be allowed by the _ 
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ſter of the Town, and certain others mentioned in the 
Will; and that Prayers be read conſtantly, he ſettled 
for Ever upon the Reader or Curate 20 J. a Year, and 
5 J. a Year upon the Clerk or Sexton ; 

Tas other Alms- Houſe, was built by the Truftees 
of Tho. Mills, who had been a Wheelwright, but in 
the late Times of diforder turn'd Teacher, or Holder- 
forth among the Anabaptiſts at Saxted near this Town, 


in which Perſwafion he died Anno 1703, or there a- 
bouts. A little afrer his Death his Ttuſtees built this 


Alms-Houſe, for eight Poor Perions. His Servant 


Francis Mayhew, (if I miſtake not) was at the Charge 
of building two of theſe Apartments. Theſe Poor are 
allowed Half-a-Crown .a Week each, and yearly an 
outward Garment, and 3os. each for Firing. This 
they are to enjoy during Life, unleſs they are turned 
out by the Truſtees for any Miſdemeanor. | 

S1R Robert Hitcham by his Will ordered a Free 
School to be founded in this Town, with a Salary of 
401. a Year to the Maſter, to Teach 40 of the poor- 


eſt Children of this Town, to Read, Write, and Caſt 


Accompts, and when they are perfect in them, to give 
each 10 l. to bind them Apprentices. : 
As to the Amigquit 1 this Town, we are told 
with ſome probability that it was = Town of the Bri- 
tons, and was conquered by the Romans, when they 


. defeated: Boadicea the Britiſh Amazon. The Caſtle, 


which is the moſt remarkable Piece of Antiquity in 
this Town, was built, as is ſuppoſed, by ſome of the 
Kings of the Eaſt Angles, but which of them our Hi- 

ories do not mention. But it may be not improba- 
bly ſappoſed to have been built by Redwald the great- 
eſt of them, who kept his Court zt Rendleſham, as is 
mentioned before; yet this is anly Conjecture. This 
Caſtle is a large, beautiful, and ſtrong Building, con- 
taining in Land an Acre, one Rood, and 11 Perches 
within the Walls now ſtanding, but formerly a great- 
er quantity. The Walls are 44 Foot high, and 8 
thick, which are now ſtanding pretty entire; there 
are 13 Towers 14 Foot higher than the Walls, two 
of which are Watch Towers. It was Inacceſhhle on 
the Eaft fide, becauſe of the Meer adjoyning, and on 
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the other fide it was fortified with a double Ditch, 
&c. and by the Situation of the Place it may rea- 
ſonably be ſuppoſed to have been à very ſtrong For- 
treſs, King Edmund being beſieged in this Caſtle by 
the Danes, and finding Fiel not able to maintain 
it againſt ſo powerful an Enemy, deſerted it, and they 
taking Poſſeſſion thereof, kept it in their Hands 50 
Years, mightily harraſſing the Country round about, 
till they were brought under the Obedience of the 
Saxons. William the Caaqueror gave it to his Couſin 
Roger Bigod Earl of Norfolk : From the Bigods (who 
died without Iſſue) it reverted to the Crown, 25 Ed- 
ward I, and fo remained till Edward II, who in the 
6th Year of his Reign gave it to his Brother-in-Law 
Thomas de Brotherton Far of Norfolk. He left it 
fo his two Daughters, gpm and Alice, which A- 
ice marrying Edward de Montacute, upon the Divi- 
ſion of the Eſtate, he obtained for his part this Caſtle 
and Demeſn. He left it, the 35 Edward V, to his Daugh- 
ter Joan, who marrying William de Ufford Earl of 
Suffolk, carried it into that Family. From him it dei- 
cended to the Mowbreys Earls of Norfolk, who ſome- 
times refided here. From the Mowbreys, it deſgended 
to the Howards, Earls, ( afterwards Dukes) of Norfolk. 
After them it was granted to the de Veres Earls of 
Oxford; then it returned to the Howards 2 who 
fold this Caſtle, Manour and Demeſns to Sir Robert 
Hitcham aforeſaid ; and he gave it to Pembroke Hall 
in Cambridge. In this Town are ſeveral reputable Inus 
of Entertainment. | |

LAN GUARD FORT, was built io the Reign 
of King James I, for the ſecurity of Orwell Haven, on 
the Bank or Point of Langarthſton by the Sea - ſide, 
called in a Record 14th of Edward III. Le-Polles, 
and in a Patent of Henry VIII. Polliſhened in Alto 
Mari, which is the Boundary of the Admiralty Ju - 
riſdiction of the Town of Ipſwich. This was a 
large regular Fort with four Baſtions mounted with 
60 very large Guns, particularly thoſe on the Royal 
Baſtion, where the King's Standard was difplay'd, which 
would throw an eight and twenty Pound 2 on 

| arwich. 
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Harwich. It had a conſtant Garriſon with a Chapel and 


many Houſes for the Governor and other Officers, 
Gunners &c. It was lately demoliſhed, and a ſmall 
Plarfortn made inſtead of it, by the Waters Side. This 
Fort is ſaid to lie in the County of Eſſex, and that 
Arm of the Sea, which runs up to Ipſwich, to have 
ran formerly between Langarthſton and the High- 
Land of Snffolk ; that Land does indeed appear to 


have been formerly a Cliff waſhed by the Sea, and I 


am well informed that it is within the Juriſdiction of 
the Biſhop of London. | | 

Tuvs much for Landguard Fort opoſite to which 
on the other ſide of the Water is, 


HARWICH in Eſſex, a Town ſtrongly fituate by Na- 
ture being encompaſſed almoſt round by the Sea, It 
was formerly well fortified, but the Fortifications were 
demoliſhed in the Reign of King Charles the II. bur 
it has been ſince ordered to be fortified again, and 
Ground has been bought accordingly to the King's 


Uſe, by Act of Parliament; bur there is nothing done 


in it yet. It was incorporated the 13th. of Edward 
the IT. The Harwich Men pretended a Gran: from 
Edward the III. ro take Cuſtom- Duties for Goods com- 
ing into that Haven, till a Complaint was made by 
the Tow of Ipſwich, that it was an Infringement upon 
their Liberties; on which this SY granted a Com- 
miſſion of Inquiry to John de Welnetham, John de 


Reckely and Robert de Clare, to appoint a Jury to 


enquire into this Aﬀair and make their Report. And 
an Inquiſition was taken at Ipſwich upon Monday in 
Whitſon Week, in the 14 of Edward the III. and the 
Report of the Inquiſitors was, that the Town of Ipſ- 
wich had long before received the ſaid Duties for 
which they paid a Rent to the King, and that the 
Men of Harwich, a Hamlet of the Manour of Dover 
Court, holden of the King, on colour of certain Let- 
ters Patents of the 2d of June in the 12th Year of 
the Reign of our now Lord the King, by which cer. 
tain Duties were granted to them for a certain time 
for the benefit of the ſaid Hamlet and Walling there- 
of, which Letters Patents were revoked by others 
bearing

bearing date the 12th Day of July in the ſame Lear 
and they were browns 2+ to forbear levying tte 
ſaid Duties, but that notwithſtanding, they had levy- 
ed the ſame at ſeveral Times mentioned in the ſaid 
Report; upon which it was decreed that this Right 
was ſolely in the Bailiffs and Burgeſſes of Iplwict , 
This Commiſſion, executed by two of the abov= 
named Commiſſioners, with the Report figned by the 
Jurors, is now to be ſeen in the Records of the Town 
of Ipſwich, Harwich is a neat, clean, well built 
Town, and enjoys a good Maritime Trade.

WALTON, in which there ſtill remains the ruins 
of a Priory, of Black Monks of Rachefter ; dedicated to 
St, Felix the firſt Biſhop of the Eaſt — — The Bi- 
gods Earls of Norfolk are ſuppoſed to have been tl g 
firſt Founders, or at leaſt great Benefactors to this 
Priory. The Monks were called the Monks of Ro- 
cheſter, becauſe Robert Bigod, their firſt Founder, gave 
it as a Cell to the Monks of Rocheſter, Anno Dom. 
1105; the value we find not, it is now the Eſtate of 
Mrs Atkinſon. 2 

WALToN has been an Antient Market Town, and 
though the Market is now diſuſed, the Market -Croſs 
is ſtill remaining. ; 

Ix the Neighbouring Pariſh of Felixſtow, on the 
Colnes fide of Woodbridge Haven, ſtill appears the 
Rufus of a Quadrangular Cattle advantageouſly ſituated. 
In the War betweea King Henry the II. and his San 
Henry, Robert Earl of Leiceſter (whe was engaged 
for the Son) attempted this Caſtle at his firſt Landing 
here with a great Number of Flemings, and Normans, 
who though aſſiſted by the Earl of Norfolk, who&

Hall, formerly the Seat of the Knightly, Family of 
the Gaudy's. We find Sir Charles Gaudy Knight, of 
Crows Hall was created a Baronet April 20. 1661. 
From the Gaudy's it deſcended (by Purchaſe) to that 
worthy Gentleman John Pitt, Eſq; but he dying with- 
out Iſſue Male it reverted to his eldeſt Brother, a Gen- 
tleman of a vaſt Eſtate. To Crows Hall belongs the 
Manour of this Town. Thus much for Debenham.

Ir is a 
tolerable large well built Town, very near the Cen- 
ter of the County (Needham be ing ſomething nearer 
it) Ir is fituate near the Conjunction of the tuo 
chief Springs of the River Orwell. That Head that 
riſes at Wetherden waſhes the Eaſt fide of the Town, 
and the other that riſes in Rattleſden runs into that 
at the South end of the Town at Combs Ford, be- 
tween this Town and Combs. The greateſt Orna- 
ment to this Town is its ſpacicus Church and Spire 
Steeple, dedicated to St, Peter. But there was for- 
merly another Church in the ſame Church Vard, de- 
dicated to the Bleſſed Virgin. The Pariſhes of Stow- 
Market and Stow-Upland are now cor ſolidated, but 
they have ſtill diſtinẽt Officers for each Paliſn.

URY $ EDMUNDS, is ſituate on the Weſt 
ſide of the River Lark, which is at preſent Na- 
vigable from Lynn to Fornham, a Mile North ot the 
Town. It has a moſt fruitful enclaſed Country on the 
South and South Weft, and on the North and North 
Weſt the moſt delicious Champaign Fields, extend- 
ing themſelves to Lynn, and that Part of the Nor- 
folk Coaſt, The Country on the Eaſt is partly open 
and partly encloſed. Ir 1s fo regularly built, that al- 
moſt all the Streets cut one another ac right Angfes ; 
and it ftands upon ſuch an eaſy Aſcent, that an an- 
clent Writer has recorded this Encomium of it : 
„That the Sun ſhines not upon a Town mote a+ 
« preeable in its Situation. 

THis was the VIIIA Fatus rid of the Romans, 
and afterwards had the Name of BEDIRICESWoRTH, 
or BBODDRICESWoRT H, differently Spelt by different 


Authors, as Saxon Names frequently are, and taken, 
if we might credit the Records of the Old Monks, 


from one Beodricus, who being Lord and Proprietary 
of this Town made St. Edmund his Heir. | 

Tux Abbey, which was once fo Illuſtrious, was 
firſt built by igebert King of the Eaſt Angles, ſoon 
after Chriſtianity was planted here by Felix the Bur- 
gundian, and being finiſhed, King Sigebert, about 


the Year 638, retired into it and ſecluded himſelf 


from all Temporal Affairs. 
As 
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As to St. Edmund, from whom this Town has 
ever ſince retained its Name, ws may well tuppoſe 
him to have deſcended from the Royal Blood of the 
Saxons; bur the particular Account, that Alkumun- 
dus was his Father, eſpecially that Siwara was his 
Mother, muſt be deemed Fabulous, He began to 
Reign, as ming of the Eaſt Angles, Anno Dom. 855, 
in the 14th Year of his Age. Some have imagined 
that this was the Place of his Coronation : But our 
Zeal for the Honour of this Town (ſays my Author) 
ought not to lead us into ſo vulgar an Error ; for this 
Ceremony was performed at Buers, not at Bury. O- 
thers have reprefented him as one abandoned to Lux- 
ury, and whoſe Courage was loſt by the Effeminacy 
of thoſe Times; but Aſſerius who was co-cval with 
him refutes this Calumny. 

Hes reigned 15 Years, being killed Anno Dom, 
870, in the 29th Year of his Age; and his Corpfe . 
having lain interred in the Town where he was killed 
generally ſuppoſed to be Hoxne) 33 Years, was re - 
moved to Bury. On this Account, and thro' the Su 
perſt icion of 2 Age, the Revenues of the Abby in- 
creaſed ſo faſt, that the Monks, greedy to ſwallow all 


the ref accuſed the Seculars among other Things 


of Negligence and Irreverence ro the Corpſe of St, 
Edmund; ard fo petulant was the Accuſation, ſo ſtrong 
their Intereſt, as to procure Power and Authority to 
eject all the Seculars, and to fill their Places with 
thoſe of their own, the Benedictine, Order; this the 
accompliſhed about the Year 1020, and in the gr 


' Year of King Canute, who then laid the Foundation 
of a more Magnificent Church to the Honour of this 


Martyr, the former in which he had been depoſited 


* a Wooden Building, or, at beſt, covered 


with Wood. The Expence for this Fabrick was raiſed 
by an annual Tax of no leſs than Four Pence on every 
Plough Land in Suffolk and Norfolk. It was finiſhed 
jn the ſpace of about 12 Years, and coniecrated by 
Zchelnoth or Agelnoth Archbiſhop of. Canterbury, 

aud dedicated to Chriſt, St. Mary and St. Edmund. 
Uv1vus, Prior of Hulm, was conſecrated the firſt 
Abbot, Anno Dom, 1020, and in the next * his 
* 
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Abby was exemped from all Eplcopal; Juriſliction by 
the Council of Wincheſter, He fact — — 
the Abby and a Part, if not the whole, of the Tow 
with a Wall and Ditch, the Ruins of which are till to 
be ſeen in many Places. 

Tavs was the Grandeur of this Abby begun: 
Its Abbots were made Parliamentary Barons, and its 
Wealth yearly encreaſed until its final Diſſolution by 
Henry VIII, when its Valuation exceeded all, except 
Glaſſenbury, it being then valued at 1659 l. 13 8. 115d. 
per Annum, according to Dugdale; but Mr. Speed 
and others ſay at 23361. 15s, When this Abby was 
in its Proſperity, there was a Chapell at every one 
of the Gates, which are five in Number, the Eaſt 
Gate, Weſt Gate, North Gate, South Gate and Risby 
Gare. Some Perſons pretend to know 'the Names of 
theſe Chapells; but the Reverend Gentleman who fa- 
voured me with this Account of Bury, informs me, 
there is Foundation for this, therefore I forbear ſay. 
ing any thing further of them. i 0 

Ns T READ of the many Chapels and Oratories 
which were formerly in this Town, there are now 
only two magnificent and ſtately Churches ſtanding 
in the ſame Chnrch-Yard ; the one dedicated to St. 
Mary, which is 139 Feet 2 Inches long, and the Chan- 
cel 75 Feet 10 Inches, in all 21 Feet. The width 
of this Church is 67 Feet 6 Inches; the width of the 
Chancel, including the fide Iſles, 68 Feet. There is 
a fine aſcent of fix Steps to the Altar, oa the North 
ſide of which is the Tomb of Mary Queen of France, 
Daughter to Henry VII, and afterwards married to 
Charles Brandon Duke of Suffolk. Ona her Leaden 
Coffin is this Inſcription, MARKT Quzaz, 1533, os 
Francs. EDnunD. H. On the South fide of the 
Chancel is a large Monument of Roger Drury Eſq; 
aud Agnes his Wife, with this Inicription round about 
it, SUCH ASYE BE, SOMETYM WERE WE : SUCH AS 
WE ARR, SUCH SHALL YE Bs, He died 1472, the 
in 1443. Over againſt this on the North fide is auo- 
ther large Monument with this Inſcriptiou, Wit LELTAI 
Caxxzw MiLiTis dur OBLIT xxvi DIE MENSIS MALE 
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PIE MENSIS Julit A. D. 1525. In the South Eaft 
Corner of the South Ifle 1s an old Monument of 
Joby Barret. The top of the Iſſe is handſomely il- 
uminated, and his Motto, GRACE ME GOVERN, fre- 
quently repeated, and ORATE PRO ANIMA JOHAN+» 
N1IS BARRET, 

THz other Church, dedicated to St. James, was 
built in the Reign of wor Edward VI; the length 
of it is 137 Feet, and of the Chancel 56 Feet 8 
Inches, in all 193 Feet 8 Inches; the width of the 
Church is 69 Feet, and of the Chancel 27 beet 5 In- 
ches. There is in this Church a convenient Library, 
but no Monument of Note. 8 

Tux reſt of the Publick Buildings are the Abby 
Gate, which ſtill ſpeaks the former ** of the 
Abby; the Guild-Hall; the Grammar School, endow- 
ed by Edward VI; the Market-Croſs; the Wool-Hal! 
and the Shire-Houſe. 

TAI Civil Government of the Town is now lodg- 
ed in the Hands of an Alderman, a Recorder, 12 Ca- 
pital Burgeſſes, and 24 Common Burgeſſes. Theſe have 
the ſole Right of chooſing their own Burgeſſes in Pars 
liament, 

THERE are two weekly Markets, on Wedneſ- 
days and Saturdays; the chief Market is on Wed- 
neſday, and a very conſiderable one it is, well ſerv- 
ed with all manner of Proviſions, And three annual 
Fairs; the firſt on Eaſter Tueſday, the ſecond for three 
Days before the Feaſt of St Matthew and three Days 
after, but this is generally protracted to an uncertain 
length, for the Diverſion of the Nobility and Gen- 
try that uſually reſort to it; and the third on St. 

munds Day, November the 2oth. 
Tux Benefactors to this Town are very numerous, 
and the Commemoration of them is annually cele- 
brated on the Thurſday in Plow- Monday Weck. 

Tux agrecableneſs of its Situation has always in- 


duced many of the Nobility and Gentry to reſide in 


this Town and in its Neighbourhood; and as it former- 
ly gave Birth and Education to ſeveral Perſons who were 
eminent in Church and State, fo it has alſo lately;

Here are two 
Fairs yearly ; the firſt on May-Day, and the other on 
che 18h he of October. It is a dirty mean built 
Town; yet it is memorable for a, Religious Houſe 
founded by Gilbert de Blund, or Blount, in a pleaſant 
Valley by the River fide. Its Order was of Canons 
3 of St. Auſtin, aud dedicated to the Bleſſed 
Virgin Mary. What Benefactors this Houle had we 
find not, but it is probable it had not a few, being 
valued at its Suppreſſion at 2801. 9 s. 5 d. per Ann, 
We have no Account to whom this Houſe was grant- 
ed at its Diſſolution. It is converted into a neat Man- 
ſion, being now the Seat of Thom is Norton, Elq; and 
for ſometime has been the Seat of that Family.

But 
others will have it to be founded by the Anceſtors of 
Thomas de Brotherton Earl of Norfolk. It was well 
endowed by a great Number of Benefactors, all whole 
Gifts were 22 to the Nuns and their Succeſſors, 
to hold in pure and perpetual Alms, by King Henry II,

THERE alſo remains the Ruins of a very ſtrong 
Caſtle, ſuppoſed to have been built by the Bigods, 
Earls of Norfolk, In the Barons Wars it was forti- 
tied, and made ſo ſtrong by Hugh Bigod, that he 
was wont to boaſt of it as impregnable, ſaying in the 
Wars of King Stephen aud the Empreis, 


Were I in my Caſtle of Bungay, 
Upon the River porn 
I would ne care for the King of Cockney. 


Bv T notwithſtanding his great Confidence in this 
his Caſtle, when King Henry II came to the Throne 
(he having always fided with King Stephen) he was 
forced to compound with that King for a great Sum 
of Money, and give ſufficient Hoſtages to ſave it 


from being demoliſhed, . But afterwards the ſaid Earl 


fiding with Richard Son of the ſaid King Henry II, 
againſt bis Father, he demoliſhed his Caſtle ot Fe- 
ixftow, and took Mom him his Caftles of Framlingham 
and Bungay. In the Reign of Henry III, this Caſtle was 


 femoliſhed, and Roger Bigod Earl of Norfolk obtain - 


ed a Licence of King Edward I, in the 1oth Year 
of his Reign to embattle his Houſe in the Place where 
the Caſtle had ſtood. Afterwards it reverted to the 
Crown. But in 4 Richard II, we find that William 


de Ufford Earl of Suffolk died poſſeſſed of the Caſtle, 


Burrough and Manour of Bungay, He married Joan 
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the Doughtar of Edward Montacute by Alice his 
Wife, Daughter and Coheir of Thomas Brotherton 
Earl of Norfolk, and fifth Son of King Edward I, 
on whom tis probable that King ſettled them. But 
227 if I miſtake not, it remains to the Duke of Nor. 
olk. 

HERE is a Market Weekly on Thurſdays, well 
reſorted unto by the Farmers in the Neighbourhood, 
and well ſerved with all manner of Proviſions. There 
are two Fairs Yearly, the one on the third Day of 
Naar, and the other on the 14th Day of September. 

HERE is a large Common belonging to this 
Town (almoſt encompaſſed with the River Waveny) 
which 1s of great advantage to its Inhabitants. 

O N the North fide of this Common, on the Nor- 
folk ſide of the River, about a Mile from the Town, 
is a Cold Bath, lately erected by Mr. King an Apo- 
thecary in Bunga y, in a pleaſant Situation, which is 
daily experienced to be of excellent Effect in curing 
many Diſcaſes incident to Human Bodies.

THETFORD, a Town Part in Norfolk and Part 
in Suffolk, is of great Antiquity ; for in Edward the 
Confeſſor's Time there were found in it 947 Burgeſles, 
and in the Conqueror's Time 520 Manſions, and the 
[ chiet Magiſtrate called a Conſul ; by which it may 
be concluded to have been a Town of the Romans, 
Beſides other tokens of Antiquity there is a great High 
Mount artificially - raiſed up, which was formerly 
firengthened with Walls &c.

CLARE 
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CLARE, an indifferent large Town ſituate on the 
Stour is is now of no great note, but formerly was for 
its Owners and the Earls deſcended fromathem, It was 
the Poſſeſſion of Richard Fitz Gilbert, Sirnamed Cxiſ- 
pin, who, being a Kinſman of William Duke of Nor- 
mandy and one of the . Principal Perſons by whoſe 
Aſliſtance he gained the Crown of England in the 
Battle of Haſtings, was greatly advanced by him both 
in Honour and Poſſeſſions. In this County he had nine- 
five Manours given him, and among them this of 
Clare. He was the firſt Earl of Clare, but having his 
Reſidence at Tonebruge (now called Tunbridge) he 
went uſually by the Name of Richard de Tunbridge. 
He dying the 14th of King Stephen, his Son Richard 
Sirnamed Strongbow ſucceeded him. To him ſucceeded 
Iſabel his Daughter and Heireis, who married William 
Marſhall Earl of Pembroke, His Unele Richard, Son 
of the aforeſaid Gilbert de Tonebruge ſucceeded him. 
To him ſucceeded Gilbert his Son, Earl of Clare, who 
died without Iſſue, A. D. 1151, was buried at Clare and 
was ſuceeded in this Honour by Roger his Brother. 
To Roger ſucceeded Richard his Son, who departed 
this Life in the 8th of King John, and was buried at 
Clare. To him ſucceeded Gilbert, and Richard his 
Son; Gilbert, who was poyſoned Anno Dom 1262, 
left Maud his Wife behind him, who had this 
Manour of Clare for part of her Dowry. Richard left 
for his Heir Gilbert, Sirnamed the Red, who married 
* D' Acres Daughter of King Edward I, by whom 
e had his Son and Succeſſor Gilbert, who dying with- 
out Ifſhe Male, the Houour became extinck. Alter- 
wards Lionel the third Son of King Edward III. in 
the 35 Year of the Reign of the ſaid King was created 
Duke of Clarence. He firſt Married Elizabeth the 

Daughter of William de Burch Earl of Ulſter and b 
her Pad a Daughter Philippa, who was his Sole Heirefz 
She ing Edward Mortimer Earl of March car- 
ried the Lordſhip into his Family, who enjoy'd it a 
few Succeſſions. This Dukedom being extinct by the 
Death of the ſaid Lionel was not reſtored till the 13

dying without Iſſue Male the Title of Clare lay again 
dormant awhile. In this interval the Caſtle and Town of 


Clare where the Demcſne of Edmund Mortimer Earl of 


March, who dying without Iſſue, George Plantagenet 
Duke of York and Brother of King Edward IV, was 
created Duke of Clarence. But being afterwards at- 
tainted and impriſoned in the Tower he was drowned 
(as tis ſaid) in a Butt of Malmſey Wine. Thus the 
Title of Clarence lay dormant a third time, till the 
22d of King James I, when Sir John Hollis of Houg- 
ton in Nottinghamſhire was created Earl of Clare. To 
him ſucceeded John his Son, who marrying Elizabeth 
one of the Coheireſſe's of Horace Lord Vere of Til- 
bury had two Sons, John who died in his Infaucy, and 
Gilbert who ſucceeded him in his Honour and Eſtate, 
and by Grace his Wite the Daughter of the Earl of 
K ingſton, he had ſeveral Sons, of whom the Eldeft, John, 
who ſucceeded in this Earldom 1688, married Mar- 
aret third Daughter to Henry Cavendiſh Duke of 
cewcaftle.. He was after the Death of his Father in 
Law, in 6th of King William III, created Marquis of 
Clare and Duke of Newcaftle, He died July 17, 1507, 
being ſuppoſed the richeſt Peer in England of his Time; 
having no Iſſue Male he left the bulk of his Land 
Eftate to Thomas Hollis Pelham, Son of his youngeſt 
Siſter Grace; he was by King George I, created Earl 
and Marquis ofClare, aud afterwards Duke of Newcaſtle. 
Sov TH Eaſt of this Town, between it and the 
River, are ſtill the Ruins of a very ftrong Caſtle, as 
may be reaſonably ſuppoſed by its Situation. Who 
was the Founder of this Caſtle we find not; but it 
is certain it was built by ſome of the Noble Perſons 
aforementioned, who were Earls of Clare. 
There was alto a Monaſtery of Canons Regular of 
St. Aigoſtine, (Dugdale puts it under the Order of 


St. Benedict) founded in the Year 1248, by Richard 


de Clare Earl of Glouceſter, This Houſe being an 
Alien Priory and a Cell to the Abbey of Beckeher- 
lewin in Normandy, was naturalized by King Rich- 
ard II. Reg. 19, and by him given as a Cell to St. 
Peter's at Weſtminſter. This Houſe had divers other 
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Benefactors whoſe Gifts were all confirmed to 
the Monks by Pope Alexander. Afterwards it was 
changed from a Priory of Monks to a College of a 
Dean and Secular Canons. 

This Houte was valued at its diſſolution at 324 l. 4s. 
1 xd. per Ann. Dugd. 

As to the preſent Condition of this Toun, It is but 
meanly Built or Inhahited ; the Streets not paved, but 
dirty; Its Church is a very good Structure, which 
with the Ruins of the Caſtle and Monaſtery are the 
only things worthy Notice here; it has a mean Market 
weekly on Fridays, if it deſerves that Name, and 
two Fairs Yearly, the one on Eafter Tueſday, and 
the other on July the 26. The General and Spiritual 
Courts are held here for this Parc of the County. Here 
are ſeveral Houſes of good Entertainment.

MELFORD, above a Mile in length from North 
to South, is a pleaſant Village, and perhaps the largeſt 
in England that is not a Market Town, Melford 
Hall is a noble Old Seat, Sir William Cordell had a 
great Kindneſs to this Town, and as he ſettled his 
Famil at the aforeſaid Hall, ſo he built an Hoſpital 
here for the Poor, which is a noble Foundation. He 
was Maſter of the Rolls in the Reigns of Queen Ma 
and Queen Elizabeth. His deſcendant Robert Cordell 
Eſq; reſiding then at Melford-Hall was made a Baronet 
June 22 1669. From the Cordells it deſcended into 
the Family of Firebrace, and is now the Seat of Sir 
Cordell Firebrace Bart. one of the Repreſentatives in 
Parliament for this County of Suffolk. At the South 
End of the Town is an old Seat, where the Family 
of Martin have long refided ; for we find that Rogex 
Martin, Mercer, Son of Laurence Martin of this Town, 
was Lord Mayor of London Anno Dom. 1567. his 
Deſcendant Roger Martin of this Town Eſq; was Crea- 
red a Baroner March 28 Anno Dom. 1667. It is now 
che Seat of Sir Roger Martin Bart. 

K ENTWEEIL HAL I, another Noble Old Seat in 
this Town, was formerly the Seat of the Lady Rivers. 
Afterwards it deſcended to the Family of Robinſon ; 
my Author informs me that Thomas Robinſon of Kent- 
well Hall Eſq; was Created a Baronet January 26 
1681. But the ſaid Sir Thomas, or his deſcendant 
Sir Thomas Robinſon now living, Purchaſing an Eſtate 
at Worlingworth near Beccles and removing thither,

SUDBURY is ſituate on the River Stour Na- 
vigable for Barges from Maningtree hither, which 
adds greatly to its Trade. It was anciently called 
South-Burgh, in Oppoſition to Norwich, which is ſaid 
to have been the North- Burgh or Village. It is a very 
ancient Town, and at preſent conſiſts of three diſtinct 
Pariſhes, having therein three beautiful and large Pa- 
riſh Churches, St. Gregory's, St. Peter's, and All- Saints. 
The Town is tolerably well built, but the Streets 
(being moſtly unpaved) are dirty. It has a fair Bridge 
over the Stour, where the Road lczds through Bal- 
* into Eſſex. | 
His Town was one of the firſt Places where 
King Edward III plac'd the Dutchmen, whom he had 
allur'd by his Emiſſaries to come into England, out 
of the Netherlands to teach the Engliſh to Manufa- 
cture their own Wool, which they were wholly Ig- 
norant of before; and here the Woollen Trade hath 
continued ever ſince in a flouriſhing Condition; the 
Inhabitants at preient imploy themielves in making

Ir is a Town rate, 1 — by a Mayor, 6 
Aldermen, 24 Capital Burgeſſes and other Sub- Officers, 
enjoys divers Privileges, ſends two Members to Par lia- 
ment, and is honoured in giving the Title of a Ba- 
ron to his Grace CHARLES Duke of GRaFToON. 
Simon Tibold, or Theobald, Surnamed Sudbury, 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, tranſlated thither from the 
See of London, June 6. 1375, was a Native of this 
Town. He was murdered by the Inſtigation of one 
John Ball, a ſeditious Malecontent and Fanatical 
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Preacher in Wat Tyler's Rebellion. The King ſent 


to know the occaſion of their Riſing; they required 
him to come to them and he ſhould know it. The 
Archbiſhop and Sir Robert Hales, Lord Treaſurer, ad- 


viſed his Majeſty not to Truſt his Perſon with them. 


Upon this they came to the Tower of London, where 
the Court was, demanded the Archbiſhop and Sir Ro- 
bert Hales, whom they dragged to Tower-Hill and 
beheaded, The Archbiſhop kneeled down, and re- 
ceived the firſt Blow without falling, he put his Hands 


to the Wound ſay ing, A ha ! it is the Hand of God.“ 
The tecond Blow cut off his Fingers ends and felled him 


to the Ground, and at the eighth Blow they got off 
his Head, nailed his Hood upon it, and fixing it upon 
a Pole ſet it upon London Bridge. One John Starl- 
ing, who boaſted he had beheaded him, loſt his Head 


for the ſame a few Days after. He was a moſt Re. 


verend, Wiſe, Learned, Eloquent, Liberal and Mer. 
ciful Man ; he built the upper end of St. Gregory's 
Church in this Town, where his Head is ſhown to this 
Day ; it was not long ſince entire, covered with the Fleſh 
and Skin dried by ſome Art, the Mouth wide open, oc- 
caſioned by the dying Convulſions. He founded in the 
ſame Place where his Father's Houſe ſtood a goodly 


College, which he furniſhed with Secular Prieſts and 


other Miniſters, and fo bountifully endowed it, that at the

Thx Staple Trade of this Town for Blue Cloths 
was anciently very famous and much enriched it, It 
was then, for the better regulating their ManufaQture 
and employing and providing for their Poor, divided 
into three Guilds or Companies, who had each of 
them diſtin Conſtitutions and Orders, viz.

Theſe Companies have been long out 
of uſe, but the Town is ſtill governed by fix Capi 
tal Burgeſſes or Headboroughs, who chooſe inferior 
Officers, hear and regulate the Complaints of the 
Poor, and preterve mm Orders in the Town. But 
the Woollen Manufacture is not quite loft ; for though 
Blue Cloths are not made here as heretofore, yet here 
is a Staple Trade carried on. for making Serges, Shal- 
loons, Says, Stuffs, and Spinnſng fine Yarn for London, 
which has of late flouriſſied very much, by ſetting up a 
a Hall for ſelling Wool; which being convenieatly 
ſituate for the Traders of the adjoyning Parts of the 
Country, many Hundred Loads of Wool are Sold our 
to Tradeſmen in a Year. ; 

Tux Church and Steeple juſtly accounted the fineſt 
in the County, are ſituate upon a Hill on the Weſt 
fide of the Town, the Steeple 2 a Majeſtick 
Head of 137 Feet in height, over- looking a ſiue fruit- 
ful Country. They are noble Pieces of Architecture, 
and were beholder to the de Veres Earls of Oxford,” 
and the Springs for their Grandeur, who were great 
Benefactors to them, as may be ſuppoſed” from their 
Arms being on divers Parts oft the Church, Chancel 
and Steeple. 'In the Steeple are fix large tunable 
Bells, of which the Tenor hath ſuch an admirable Note,

Tax Charities to this Town are many and exemp- 
lary, and may be reduced under three Heads.

Who this College 
was granted to at its Diſſolution we kaow not, If it was 
not then granted, it afterwards came to the Family of 
Elwes, y Elwes, Eſq; of Stoke Juxta Clare 
was created a Baronet, July 22d, 1660, whoſe Succeſſor 
Sir Harvey Elwes now enjoys the Honour and Eſtate.

ABovurT a Mile South Eaſt of this Village, ſituate 
in the Pariſhes of Boxford, Stoke and Aſſington, we 
obſerved Peyton Hall, granted by William I, to Ro» 
bert Mallet, a Norman Baron, a Progenitor of the 
ancient Family of Peyton, from which deſcended the 
de Uffords Earls of Suffolk, who aflumed the Sur-- 
name of Peyton, according io the Cuſtom of thoſe 
Times. From the Peytons it came to the Daſhwoods, 
and is now the Lordſhip and Demeſne of George Daſh « 
wood, Eſq; who has a Seat in or ncar Sudbury, called 
by the name of Wood-Hall. 

Sou TH Weſt of Boxford Crurch we obſerved Cod» 
denham Hall, a very good Seat, fcrmerly the Lord- 
ſhip and Demeſue of Sir Joſeph Brand, now of Tho- 
mas Bennet, Eiq. - 

Ar the Eaſt End of Boxford Street is another 
very neat Manſion, now the Seat of Henry Benyon, Eſq,

« they brought him to Suffolk, and in the Village 
« called Burum made him their King; and the Ve- 
« nerable Prelate Hunibert attending, he anointed and 
« conſecrated him, Now Burum is an ancient Royal 
« Ville, the known Boundary between Eaſt Saxe and 
« Suffolk, and ſituate upon the Stour, a River very rapid 
« both in Summer and Winter.” Which Paſſage (faith 
the Author of the Additions to Cambden) is the more 
obſervable, becauſe it ſhews what we are to under- 
ſtand by Burva, in Aſſerius's Life of Alfred; that it 
is not Bury, as ſome have conjectured, nor yet Bourn 
in Lincolnſhire, as others have aſſerted ; bur this Bures, 
or Buers, as Matthew Weſtminſter calls it. 

Tu Church and Spire Steeple were. great Orna« 
ments to this Village, bur in the Year 1733 the Spire 
was ſer on Fire by Lightning and burnt down to the 
Steeple ; the Bell Frames were likewiſe burnt, the 
Bells melred, aud the Steeple much damaged.
